Mercury is a fall Planet, but yet is the Author of 
great defigns and contrivances: Hecan tell iow t6 puz- 
zle Nations and Kingdoms, as well asPerfons ; and (as 
he may be pofitéd) can render them as Lunatick and un. 
tteady. 

I could tcll you when he made the like Tranfits, and 
could alfo obferve fomewhat from them of worthy 
confideration too, but hold it not convenient to com- 
ment on fuch ufual Pbenomens without fpecial Licenfe. 

It is obfervable likewife, that Mercury maketh no lefs 
than feven Conjunctions with the sun in this year 1677, 
which we know to be very unufual ; and that the rather, 
in regard of the places the Conjunétions happen in, And 
here. good Reader,I could take occafion to defcant upon

years Ephemeris, becaufe my Notions hereof came un- 
- to the hands but of a few, by reafon of an Embargo up- 
on my Book, upon occafion of a difference about the 
Printing of Almanacks: but this year I hope it will fa- 
luce the world with greater freedom,and lefs oppoficion.

2. The Summer Sesfon. 

He Summer, the next glorious Seafon to the Spring, 

begins where the Spring ends: and the Sun having 
now mounted his Apegxon Chair of Honour, is removed 
to his greateft diftance from the Earth, and maketh the 
largeit portion of Sun-thine, and leaft quantity of fha- 
dow ; or which is all one, longeft days and thorteft 
nights to us on this fide of the /Equator. 

Aad Ithall here prefent you with the Figure of Hea~ 
ven when the Sus enters 5, which is ever the beginning 
of Summer. I know many will be apt to wonder that I 
fhould attempt to do thus, when a fixed Sign afcends the 
Horofcope in the Spring, it being againft the judgment 

Of Guido Bonatus, Haly,Leapoldus, €'c. fo to do. But alas ! 
the opinions of Authors are not to be oppoféd to expe- 
rience. If I find 1675 as fixed in its Te ions, under 2 
movable Horofcope, as 1674 under its fixed one, I shall 
not {craple to queftion the Doétrine of Aftrologers in 
this pointe. 

Shall we believe the sun to be capable of making fen- 
fible diflerences in the Seafons of the year, at his entring 
of the Equinoétial and Solftitial. points? and thal} wa 
not conclude him able to make differences alfo in the 
minds, manners and aétions of mén? ‘tis purely arbi- 
trary to allow of the one, and rejeét the othér.

how the fame may be done. The Days of the Month and 
Week are the fame in Jamaica as in England, with re(pedt had 
to Longitudinary difference, which is near 6 hours in time: Ae, 
They inthe Indies are juft rifing, when we in England are at . 
high-dinner; and we are preparing for our Bed, when they are 
at their Noon-tide meals; and they are devoting themfelves to 
their nightly repofe, when we are become vafials ta Morpheus, 
and fa(t chained to our midnight fleep. So that we differ from . 
each other, not in the day, buc in a part thereof only. And as 
to the difference of the Planets motions between England and 
Famaica,it is but adding to the Sus place 15 min. as you find 
him in this Ephemeris:and to the Moors place 3 degr. or there- 
abouts,in common figures,and it will be cxadt enough. And in 
the Planets Afpedts, and in the New and Full Moons, together 
with their waxing and waning Quarters, it is but fubftrading 
6 hours from the time mention’d in our Ephemeris,and fo you 
have the Motions, Lunacions, and Afpedct of the Sun, Moon, and 
Planets each day in Jamaics as exactly asin England.tn a ne 
fo eafie,examples are needicfs. Thofe that would be fatisfie 
more particularly of 7.:7c:,may have recourfe unto the Na- 
tivity thereof, by me calculated (and Printed 4nno 1673), for 
18q years to come, commencing on May 10, 1655, viz. when 
it was taken by the Eglifh undcr the command of Gen. ¢ end 
bles 5 as alfountomy Almanacks of 1674, & 1675, made partie 
cularly for that fruitful Country;wherein they may One ak ob 
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jefions which lazy ignorant people Taake againft the tempey 
rature of that worthy Country, fully anfwer'd; and the growing 
greatnefs of that place,as toRiches,Honor ,Power,Law,Relipic ; 
oe. fairly demnonftrated from Ceeleftial motions & influences.
